The Conference. 


Every good Irishman will pray for the 
success of the Peace Conference which 
will be opened this morning at Downing 
street: for all the destinies of Ireland 
depend upon its outcome. At last the 
painful and protracted preliminaries have 
been adjusted, and to-day the representa- 
tives of the British Government and of the 
majority of the Imsh people will meet 


all, the. secular quarrel between the two 
islands. We refuse to be pessimists, 
since pessimism would be an admission of 
the bankruptcy of Irish statesmanship. 
We cannot be optimists. We take; there- 
fore, the middle course of hoping earnestly 
that. the wisdom and patriotism of both 
sets of delegates may rise to the full height 
of this great occasion and may be the 
instruments of Providence in granting to 
Ireland a happy issue out of al] her 
afflictions. Optimism is forbidden by the 
address which Mr. de Valera has issued 
to- his followers on the eve of the Con- 
ference. He declares that the only peace 
that lreland will accept must be con- 
sistent with “an indefeasible right '” 
which “cannot be either relinquished or 
compromised.” If these words are—as 
they seem to be—a reo-assertion of the 
claim that Ireland is an independent 
State, the Conference must fail. Any 
illusion on the point would be both foolish 
and inexcusable. We print to-day the im- 
portant speech with which Viscount Grey 
of Fallodon, one of the few surviving 
trustees of the great traditions of English 
Liberalism, has broken a politica] silence 
of five years. It warns Mr. de Valera, as 
statesmen of every English party have 
warned him, that the Republican claim is 
untenable—that. the Peace Conference 
must fail from the moment when the 
security of the British Empire is seen to 
be imperilled. Certainly the Republican 
leader's eleventh-hour manifesto is not 
encouraging. 

Nevertheless, patriotism, like the lover's 
heart, “can hope where reason would 
despair.” The mere fact that the 
Conference has been arranged is, we 
must presume, a proof of two things— 
that Sinn Fein wants peace and, 
knowing what it knows of the Cabinet's

not unattainabie. Again, we know that 
the British Government and ‘people desire 
peace, and that an overwhelming majority 
of the Irish people desires it with 
passionate intensity. Mr. de Valera says 
that the Irish delegates are keenly 
conscious of their responsibilities. Surely, 
then, they will hesitate to keep asunder by 
any deliberate act two nations who wish 
to end an old‘estrangement. When men sit 
together rgund a table and get down to 
business difficulties that seemed to be for- 
midable are apt to vanish. Humanity 
takes the place of logic. Heart opens 
itself to heart. An atmosphere is created 
in which honourable compromise becomes 


divergent their. convictions may be, That 
is the country’s hope to-day, and the 
friends of peace will cling to it until the 
last possible moment. The boundaries of 
settlement are the widest within which 
political opponents ever were invited to 
come to terms. They are not less spacious 
than the far-flung boundaries of the British 
Empire itself, with its immense varieties 
of consfitutional government. ‘The re- 
wards of settlement are so substantial and 
inspiring, the necessary results of failure 
so terrible, that contemplation of the 
possibility of failure seems to be almost 
an act of unfaith in Ireland's future and 
an insult to the intelligence of the Irish 
negotiators. Let us take- care, at least, 
that these men shall not fail for lack of 
our prayers and our good-will. 

It isjunderstood that, after certain de- 
tails have been arranged, the Prime 
Minister will open the Conference with a 
general statement, to which Mr. Arthur 
Griffith will reply... Possibly these state- 
ments may be published. At any rate, 
we must hope that the “@ountry will be 
kept informed of the main course of the 
proceedings ; for its concern will be pro- 
found, and authorised reports, however 
guarded and scanty, would be an antidote 
to sensational rumour. We hope, too, 
that, if and when a basis of agreement 
is reached, the Conference will hasten to 
announce its plans. for the representation 
of interests that will be at stake in the 
settlemént of the details of a new Irish 
Constitution. All these interestis—espe- 
cially minority interests—will be entitled 
to the [fullest hearing, and must receive 
it if the proposed settlement is to be end- 
ing and just. No doubt, the Conference 
will deride.to refer different sets of de- 
tails to a series of committees and will 
consult expert opinion, both English and 
lrishsap these details arise. Before these 
matters can be reached; however, the 
critical moment must have been survived, 
and probably that moment will come soon. 
In the meanwhile we must possess our 
souls in patience, hoping that the passion 
for peace at home will react upon the 
temper of the negotiators in London. It 
is enormously. important that nothing 
shall bé said or done in this country that 
could éndanger or impede the prospects of 
settlement. Political controversy must 
be stilled and the letter and spirit of the 
truce must be honoured strictly in every 
part of Ireland.

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The Farmer’s Outlook. 

During recent weeks certain misgivings 
have been felt in Irish farming circles in 
regard to the coming winter. The drought 
which extentled over such a long period 
of thefsummer months did serious damage 
to the crops, and the fear has been pre- 
valent that feeding-stuffs for cattle might 
be scance. The fact that Germany and 
other (Continental countries have heen 
buying up large quantities of linseed cake 
has not improved the outlook, and the 
Irish cattle industry is on the threshold 
of an anxious season. The situation, how- 
ever, ig not so serious as many people 
are in¢lined to believe. The hay crop 
suffered badly from the drought, and the 
mangolds was 
scarcely more than half the yield of 
normal) years.

Should 
there be a shortage, the farmers will be 
able to supplement their feeding-stuffs 
with barley, for which there has been no 
great demand in recent years. There 
is anether and more serious: aspect 
of the jsituation which demands attention. 
Prices have been falling recently and the 
fall has been particularly heavy in the 
case of cattle. Consequently large numbers 
of farmers are holding bigger stocks than 
they generally hold in the present season, 
and, in the event of an early frost, they 
may be obliged to get rid of a certain 
proportion of their cattle in order to avoid 
a sear¢ity of food in the spring. Both the 
Department of Agriculture and the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, however, are of the 
opinion that, while danger lurks ahead, 
good management and the judicious use 
of artificial feeding-stuffs will bring the 
cattle industry through the winter into 
better times. At present the market for 
artificial feeding-stuffs is fairly easy, and 
farmets should find little difficulty in 
securing a good supply. Much will depend, 
of course, on the attitude which the 
Government will adopt towards the report 
of the Finlay Commission on the importa 
tion of foreign stores. Nobody knows yet 
Whether or not the embargo on Canadian 
cattle is likely to be raised; built, in view 
of the strong protests which have been 
made jin all parts of the United Kingdom, 
there is, at least, a possibility that no 
immediate action will be taken. Be that 
as it may, the Irish farmers must safe 
guard themselves against all emergencies, 
and they will be well advised to take no 
unnecessary risks between now and next 
spring. 


Lunar Foliage. 

Professor Pickering, of Harvard Uni 
versity, is a very persistent person. 
Some: two years ago he startled the world 
of science by suggesting that life might 
exist ion the moon. At the time he could 
not produce trustworthy evidence in sup- 
port of his theory, and he was subjected 
to considerable criticism. , The efforts to 
discredit his theory simnly made Pro- 
fessor Pickering more dogmatic, and 
he: published a spirited reply ‘about 
the folly of building an elaborate 
structure on an wunproved hypothesis. 
Now, after two years’ further study 
of the moon, he says that his original 
contention has been proved beyond dispute. 
He hits made a number of telescopic photo- 
graphs of a lunar crater, and these '“ prove 
irrefutably the springing up at dawn of 
vast |fields of foliage.’ This vegetation 
grows with “ unbelievable rapidity.’ There 
are two crops a day—the lunar day lasts 
for about a fortnight as we reckon time— 
and the fact that “ great blizzards, snow- 
storms, and volcanic eruptions are fre- 
quent’ does not interfere with them. It 
is ah old theory that there are active 
volcanoes in the moon, but Professor

Pickering’s blizzards and snowstorms are 
as unorthodox as his vegetation. It 
would be useless to speculate upon the 
significance of his conclusions until the 
photographs have been examined ; but, if 
he can convince other astronomers that 
water exists, it will not be so difficult to 
accept his theory abeut vegetation. 


Heat and Health. 


A new form of influenza has been dis- 
covered in England, and the medical 
authorities incline to the belief that its 
existence is due to the topsy-turvy condi- 
tion of the weather. Lt starts like an ordi- 
nary chill, affects the throat and stomach, 
and runs its course in about a week. 
Fortunately, the attacks are of a mild 
character and London's death-rate shows 
no appreciable change in consequence of 
the visitation. It is quite probable that, 
with the advent of colder weather, the 
epidemic will vanish as quickly as it 
has appeared. The heat wave has made 
people neglect the precautions which they 
usually take when the seasons change, with 
the result. that they have become easy 
victims to the disease. Some of the ail- 
ments which commonly accompany summer 
are with us. still. Diarrhoeal diseases 
assumed epidemic proportions during July 
and exacted a heavy toll in infant life. 
The deaths of 278 children who suffered 
from these complaints—236 under one year 
of age—were registered in Dublin during 
the three months ended September 30th. 
Now the rate of mortality has reached a 
lower level; but it is possible that, in 
consequence of the heat wave, the figures 
for October may show an increase. Flies 
and other pests which carry infection 
have received a new lease of life, and the 
old difficulty of keeping milk in a whole- 
some condition has been revived.

War, ee well® as peace, has had ib thrills on 
October llth. . This date in 1899 witnessed the 
beginning of the South African campaign. n 
1914 the Russian armoured cruiser Pallada was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine. 
and twelve months afterwards Belgrade was 4 
cupied by von Mackensens army: Simul- 
taneously the Serbian frontior was creesed near 
Nish by the Bulgarian Army. 

In 1916 M. Venizelos launched his national 
movement in Greece, and on October lith he 
issued his famous proclamation, iu which he 
finally warned King Constantine «od his pro- 
German advisers, and announced that from that 
date the Provisional Government would exercise 
the powers of State. It is a curious coincí- 
dence that, even as M. Venizelos was publishiny 
his oclamation, the French Admural com- 
eol, ass the Allied Fleet at Athens, as a mea- 
sure of safety, demanded,, and received, the 
surrender of the whole Greek Fleet. 
In the Franco-Prussian War the first three 
shots were fired against Paris on October 11th, 
1870, and the French Fleet appeared off Heligo- 
land. {ft was also reported that battalions of 
amazone were mobilising in Paris for the de- 
fence of the city. The date is chiefly remem- 
bered by the defeat of the Army of the Loire.

On October llth, just thirty years ago, 
Charles Stewart Pernell’s funeral passed 
through Dublin, and his remains were laid to 
reat in Glasnevin Cemtery. In 1798 a French 
fleet bringing troops to the assistance of the 
Irish was engaged off the Irish coaet by Sir 
John Warren, and five ships were captured. 
Minor events in this country were the riots at 
Callan in 1875, as a result of which twenty-eight 
men were committed for trial; Parnoll’s smeech 
at Navan in 1879; Mr. Joseph Chamberlain's

SIR MAURICE. HANKEY. 


THE MAN BEHIND THE 
PREMIER. 


Sir Maurice Hankey, who. it is. understood, 
will act as Secretary of the Irish Conference 
in London, is one of the most remarkable men 
in the Kingdom. Though ecarcely heard of 
by .the man in the street, he was the man 
behind the Premier during the Great War. 

Below the average height, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir Maurice Hankey was not a martial figure in 
uniform. But one had only to look at his re- 
markable head and piercing eyes to realise that 
here was ana intellectual giant. Mr. Lloyd 
George places more faith on the word of Sir 
Maurice Hankey than he does in that of any 
other man. A master of detail, Sir Maurice 
has an uncanny instinct for sifting a mages of 
evidence and reports, and presenting his con- 
clusions in the simplest and most direct English.

No trade union would admit him into 
its ranks. He never has known the meaning of 
an eight-hour day. An eighteen-hour day was 
a common enough experience for him during the 
anxious period that followed the Armistice. 
tits secretary, who slept within calling distance, 
was frequently awakened in the small hours of 
the morning te take a shorthand note on some 
Important question which had been raised by a 
nocturnal telephonic or telegraphic commumica- 
Lion. 

As Secretary of the War Cabinet which was 
formed in 1916, and afterwards of the Imperial 
War Cabinet, Sir Maurice Hankey probably 
got to know more about the intimate secrets of 
the Allies than any other man alive. They all 
trusted him, although strangely enough at times 
they were almost inclined to distrust one an- 
other. At the Paris Peace Conference he en- 
joyed the confidence not only of Mr. Liovd 
George and the British Delegation, but also of 
M. Clemenceau, and even of the Sphinx-like 
President Wilson. fie helped to guide his chief 
through the maze of geographical and other de- 
ta.is which baffled so many brilliant minds. 
Throughout the long and often delicate neg otia- 
ticns his was the sanity which leavened the 
lump. 

He brings to his new task an abundant 
energy, a mind ae clear as crystal, and a sense 
of humour, which is all the stronger because he 
keeps it in its proper place. When -he is at 
work Sir Maurice Hankey has no sense ‘of 
humour; the job in hand is his sole concern. 
But off duty—a rare circumstance in his case— 
he is a dehghtful companion, with a rare wt.

Mr. Olivier, however, was determined to zet 
his portrait, so he followed Sir Maurice Hankey 
round like a little dog. Whenever he found his 
quarry at rest out came his sketch-book, and a 
hasty line was added to the work. Finally, 
it was finished after a chase of many weary 
days, but probably it was the most dificult 
picture that ever was painted

TO-DAY AND TO-MORROW. 


The most significant passages. in Mr. de 
Blacam’s well-written book occur at the hey in- 
ning and the end of the volume. What ‘lies 
between is largely historical interesting, cer- 
tainly, as all Irish history is interesting, but so 
heavily biassed as to have little real value. 

“To men of good will the author explains 
the present situation as it appears to him. 
and, by inference, to the intelligentsia whith is 
or was, Sinn Fein. Here is what he savs: 

‘‘ Ireland cannot accept as a settloment any 
arrangement which denies her the national 
status enjoyed by France or Italy. . . Her 
history proves that she cannot achieve her 
aspirations while she is subjected to a foreign 
empire or commonwealth, for any such insti.u- 
tion exists for the furtherance of a national- 
isn which cannot but clash with her own. _ . 
Now, if the settlement arrived at between Ire- 
land and Great Britain should be based on a 
compromise which reduces Ireland's status: if 
Ireland should be denied an international 
charter, and granted liberties merely within 
the British Commonwealth, then all who hold 
to-day the Binn Fein faith would be forced to 
adopt the attitude of General Hertzog in South 
Africa. Any peace patched up on such gettie- 
ment would but leave the Irish-Ireland that 
we seek a Hibernia Irredenta. We would still 
be rebels; we would still make our principal 
aim im politics the severing of the remaining 
links with Britain, Our mood &till would be 
one of bitterness and resentment This 
is our hour, we must have a final settlement 
new or never.

In these 
frugal and auetere abodes of faith aud vision 
young Eire will gather intellectual and spirityal 
riches, and will grow strong in body, heroic in 
mind,” 

These two extracts from Mr. de Blacam’s book 
are sufficient comment on the Work, and on 
each other. The plain man will hope that the 
five representatives of the Sinn Fein Party who 
have the fate of Ireland in their keeping har- 
bour more practical, if, possibly, less “poetic 
views.

EARLY. MORNING CAPTURE. 


The discovery. of three men in a jeweller’s 
shop, in possession of boxes, which were stated 
to contain almost everything from the window, 
was described in the Belfast Police Court yes- 
terday. 

The three men, whose names were given as 
James Eakin, Koden street; Samuel Caughey, 
Esmond street, and William Poots, Moss Vale 
street, were charged with burglary at the jewel- 
lery establishment of Mr. I.. Adlestone, toval 
avenue. 

Sergeant Harkness stated that between 1 and 
2 o'clock that morning he went to the shop. 
with other police. The shop was surrounded. 
Witness found in a little room off the shop the 
three prisoners crouching down behind the 
table. They were in possession of the jewellery 
in the three boxes produced. He told them to 
stand up, and, in reply, one of the prisoners 
made a statement. He said: “Ail right ; we 
give in. We were edught right enough. ' 

The sergeant then brought the men into the 
shop, where there was a light, and they were 
searched. In Caughey’s pockets there were 
three gold alberts and six gold shell rings. On 
the other two prisoners witness found a large 
quantity of jewellery of various kinds, which 
was identified as the property of Mr. Adlestone 
manager. After arrest and being 
cautioned, the pfisoners made no statement. 


LIGHTING SCHEME,

CONSULTANTS REINSTATED, 


The electricity undertaking of the Belfast 
Corporation was again discussed at a special 
meeting of that body yesterday, when a pre- 
vious resolution dismissing their consultants to 
the scheme was rescinded by 23 votes to 19. 

The yesult of this vote is that the Electricity 
Committee, which had resigned, will continue 
to carry onats work. 

Sir James Johnston, in moving a résolution to 
rescind the dismissal, said that he understood 
that three points of objection were put forward 
by Councillor Alexander. . First, that Sir John 
Snell blundered in ordering the 5,000 kilowatt 
machine, that it had some imperfections, and 
that a new filter had to be ordered for it, Sir 
John was not responsible for that. The Cor- 
poration were in a great need of one of those 
machines, The Corporation -was offered one, 
and the Committee bought it. Sir John Snell 
was not responsible for the spfeitication, He 
was sure he did his best when as and recom- 
meuded the machine. The gnly commission he 
got on that was on the new filter, which cost 
about £400 or £500. That machine had noi 
been scrapped; it was working still. As to the 
shipyard agreement, he (Sir James) admitted it 
was a pity, but he was sure it had been done 
for the best at the time; buí he understood Sir 

hn Snell was paidjno commission for that. 

e thought the Committee asked his advice, 
and he said he was prepared to help the Com 
Mittee as far as possible, 

Councillor Jameson, in seconding the resolu 
tion, said that if the decision of the Corpora 
tion at its previous meeting was not altered it 
would mean irretrievable financial loss. 

Councillor McConnell referred to the original 
agreement between the Corporataon and Sir 
John Snell. There was not a word in that 
agreement which would lead anyone to infer 
that Sir John was to give them expert financial 
advice.

LORD HAIG'S DEFENCE OF THE 
HORSE. 

Unveiling a war memorial at Cantertury 
yesterday, Earl Haig, who was made a freeman 
of the Cathedral City, saxl that he viewed the 
disbanding of cavalry regiments with profes 
sional regret, even while he did not pretend to 
criticise the financial reasons which led to their 
dispersal. 

He wae certainly not among those who held 
that cavalry was a dead arm or that the place 
of flesh and blood in man and horse could ever 
be wholly taken by petrol and machinery. 
Assuredly the time had not yet come when we 
could afford to dispense with cavalry. 

They should not think he disparaged or under. 
valued the new@peapons. Tanks, aeroplanes, 
guns, and other death-dealing devices that 
modern ecience had produced were all alike in- 
dispensable. But just as they werg all in the 
end dependent on the man, so they bad not yet 
served to rliminate the horse, which in the 
hands of Mrsined cavalry man wae part of the 
man himself, 

It was significant that in the late war at least 
one occation could he quoted when the absence 
of cavalry proved of decisive importance. He 
asked what might have been the result if in 
March, 1918, Ladendorff had been able to let 
loose an adequate force of trained cavalry 
against the line éast and south of Amiens, al 
ready strained to the breaking point. 

Concluding, Lord Haig paid a tribute to the 

eat British cavalry divisions all through that 
Cattle and the later advances. 


DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB, . 
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IRISH CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT 

The origin of ghe Irish Co-operative Move- 
ment was traced: yesterday by Mr. Harry T. 
Norman, of Plunkett House, at the weekly 
lunch meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club at 
Mesers. Kidd's Buffet, Grafton etrect, Mr. W. 
A. McConnell, Vice-President, in the chair. He 
mentioned that prior to the establishment of 
the movement in 1889 Sir Horace Plunkett and 
Rev. T. A. Finlay worked from different. points 
of view. but came to the same conclusion—that 
co-operation wae the necessary basis for the suc- 


cessful organisation of the Irish farmer. It was 
dificult at the beginning to qonvince people 


that the movement was non-political. The issue 
of the Recess Committee's ‘report led to the 
establishment in 1894 of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Socicty, as a sufficient basis had 
been made in the creation of creameries ‘and 
banks to make it necessary for the work to:be 
taken out of private hands. The 1.A.08., 
worked steadily year in and year out. The next 
‘incident of importance was the starting of the 
“Trish Homestead,” under the editorship of Mr. 
George Russell. Co-operation was both a pro- 
ductive and distribute movement. The original 
basis was the productive movement, as it 
started with the building of creameries, which 
had been responsible for two-thirds of the turn- 
over. There were also carried on the scutching 
of flax, bacon curing, and smal! adiuncts to the 
farming industry with the development of the 
co-operative movement.

NO MONEY IN 
BANK 


. AND TENANTS OWE 
£6,000.

During a discussion on unemployment at the 
meeting of the Pembroke Urban Council yester- 
day, the Chairman announced that the esti- 
nated amount dye by the tenants of the town- 
ship was about £6,000. 

Yhe Chairman referred to a proposal to 
relieve unemployment in the urban district by 
expending money on the roads, of which money 
the Council would receive half from the Roads 
Board. He said that there was no Government 
money available because the Government would 
only advance money if the Council employed ex- 
Service men. There were very few ex-Service 
men in, the district. 

Mr. J. Good, J.P.—The only thing to-<do is to 
save money from some other department and 
use it for the purpose. 

Mr. Brittain said that the Council had no 
money except what was owing to them by the 
tenants of the Artisans’ dwellings. 

‘It was in reply to Mr. Good that the Chair- 
oe and that the tenants owed the Board 


Mr. Good—That is an enormous sum, and 
would go a long way to provide for the unem- 
ployment. 

Mr. Brittain-——-There was a deficit of £3,000 a 
year for every year since. we came into. office. 

Mr. Good—If we had this money we could 
do something that we are anxious to do. 

Mr. Brittain—There is no money in the bank, 
and unless we get a grant we have no-money 
to spend. 

Mr. Good suggested that the matter be re- 
ferred to a special committee consisting of re- 
presentatives of the Public Health Committee 
and the Roads Committee to see if they could 
devise any scheme to provide money to assiat 
the unemployed. 

The meeting adopted the suggestion. 
TENANTS AND ARBITRATION.

MURDERED FARMER, 


NO LIGHT ON DERRY CRIME. 
Little light was thrown’ upon the murder 


of John Buchanan, a farmer, who was ehot 
dead near his house at | Lisglass, Derry, on 
Saturday evening, and concerning whom an 
inquest was held yesterday. 

Patrick McCarron, a motor driver, said that 
he was walking to Londonderry with David 
Craig (Buchanan’s servant) and Joseph Dunlop, 
and when between 70 and 100 vards from the 
ecene of the murder he heard a horse and cart 
approach. Somebody shouted “ Halt!'’ and in 
a few seconds a shot was fired, Witness saw 
the flash, and afterwards heard men noar the 
cart as jf quarrelling. It was dark at the 
time, and he could not see anybody. Witnesg 
and his Companions turned back, and” witness 
and Dunlop went to Londonderry by another 
route. 

Dunlop eaid that before the shot was fired 
he heard the shuffling of feet on the road and 
arguing, as if between drunken men. 

Samuel Curley said that he saw two people 


sitting on the ditch within 30 yards of where 


the murder was subsequently committed. When 
he had gone a quarter of a mile further on 
he heard a shot. 

A brother of the deceased said that John 
had no. enemies, and did not belong to any 
political party, and District Inapector O'Connor 
said that there was no party motive in the 
crime. 

A verdict of death from shock . and 
hemorrhage, caused by a bullet, fired’ by a 
person unknown, was returned.

MRELAND AND THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Six,—In the negotiations now opening to 
discuss “how the association of Ireland with 
the community of nations known as the 
British Empire may best be reconciled with 
Irish national aspirations ' a fundamental issue 
is: the clear recognition of Ireland's national 
status. It may, thefefore, be useful to call 
attention to a point which seems as yet to 
have received no .consideration- in Ireland— 
namely, that since the establishment of the 
League of Nations we are provided with a test 
by which the world may judge whether any 
country has been accorded such recognition. of 
not, In theseyes of the world those are 
nations which are members of the League. of 
ations or eligible for euch membership. An 
Ireland sending every year her three chosen re- 
presentatives to meet those of the other free 
nations in the Assembly of the League will be 
regarded in quite a different light from an Ire- 
land which is not represented and might be 
regarded as a mere appanage of England. 
Admission to the League is open to “ any 
fully self-governing State, Dominion, of 
Colony,’ iif its admission is agreed to by two 
thirds of the sembly, and it is, therefore, 
essential that ahy terms agreed on should be 
such as to make admission a certainty. It 
would appear, for example, uncertain whether 
Mr. Lloyd George's original á mear contain- 
ing the six reservations, would have parmitted 
such membership. 
I am aware that the League is at present 
not very popular among us, and that Ireland 
might coneeive it the wisest course to follow the 
example of the United States and remain out 
side. To this there are two things to be said— 
first, that Ireland is necessarily a part of 
Europe, not of America, and for Europe, at 
any rate, the League is already proving a 
necessity; second, that, whatever may be the 
case of a’ powerful country like America, whose 
opinion must in any circumstances carry weight, 
there is little question that,emaller nations can 
through the League obtain publicity for their 
own affaire-—publicity which often means 
security—and can-also obtain a voice in the 
conduct of world affairs which is not at present 
attainable for them by any other means, It is 
already apparent that those small! nations whicb 
have taken the League seriously—Norway, 
Holland, South Africa, for example—have come 
thereby to possess an influence which they could 
not have possessed earlier, and which ie out of 
all proportion to their size. 
Nor is it merely in Ireland’s own interest that 
I would: urge her claim to a place in the 


. League, but for the sake of the world, since 1 


am convinged that the influence of our country 
would be thrown on the side of justice, liberty, 
and good-will, and would assist those pro- 
gressive forces in the League which are turning 
it by degrees into a real instrument of human 
brotherhood. In decisiona affecting the fate 
of nations and of the world one voice may at 
times turn the scale. For example, a few days 
ago the Assembly of the League-of Nations 
decided that it could ,or would, do nothing to 
save twenty millions of people in Russia who 
are doomed itrevocably to die if food does not 
reach them within a few weeks, and-for whom 
food is actually available if transport and 
credits are atranged. ‘This is a disastrous deci- 
sion, but with a little more préssure the dec 
sion might have been reversed. It is at least 
possible that an Irish delegation might have 
made the difference between life and death. It 
is, I think, imconceivable ‘that any Trish®states- 
man, recalling, as he was bound to do under 
euch circumstances, the similar and also avoid. 
able calamity which overwhelmed our - own 
country seventy years ago, would not have 
made the utmost effort to secure help for 
starving. Ruseia to-day, It ia worth while to 
ensure that in future we may have a eay in 
decisions of this kind.—Yours. etc.,

THE CURE OF LEPROSY, 

TO.THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Stk,—In your issue of the 4th October there 
is an article under the heading of ‘* Wonders 
of Science,’ with a sub-heading of ‘ Cure for 
Leprosy,” and, as I feel that many of your 
readers would appreciate some further informa. 
tion on this gubject, I trust you will kindly 
publish the following particulars :-— 
In the first place, the term. a “ cure for 
leprosy ” may lead to a false impression. The 
experts who are engaged in the preparation and 
administration of the treatment referred to in 
your article: are careful not to use the’ term 
a cure for leprosy ” when speaking or writing 
of the results; they say that patients are 
“ negative to test” or “ symptom free.” At 
the same time, the situation is such that con- 
fident hopes of ultimately bringing about a cure 
are frequently finding expression. | 

From a report on the results of a trial of this 
treatment by the medical officers of thirteen 
Indian leper asylums in 300 cases it appears¢ 
that no less than 72 per cent. showed improve- 
ment and 32 per cent. great improvement, al- 
though in many of the cases the duration of 
the treatment was only from two to six months. 
Of the cases treated from six to twelve months 
100 per cent. showed improvement and 
per ernt. great improvement, including com- 
plete disappearance of the lesions in some cases, 
Sir Leonand’ Rogers, lately the Government 
specialist im India on tropical diseases, in re- 
porting on results of his researches, save that 
“some cases have remained free from all signs 
of the disease from two to four and a half 
years,’ so that he now has good hopes of cures 
being eventually obtained. 

Dr. R. M. Wilson, of Kwangju, Korea, says 
in hie report of the committee for work amon 
lepers in that station :— It is a great joy ant 
satisfaction to see the remarkable improvement 
Yin the health of the lepers. Our method of 
“treatment by hypodermic injection of chaul. 
moogra oil is producing splendid results, with- 
out a doubt.- Dr. Fowler, who has been in 
charge of a leper hospital in China for twenty- 
three years and. ig now secretary for the leper 
mission for the Far East, says, ‘ You are getting 
the best results with this treatment I have ever 
seen.” 

Mrs. (Dr.) Kerr, writing from Nizamabad, 
India, in July last, in reference to the treat- 
ment in the leper asylum there, says :—‘ 
effect of the treatment on the morale of the 
home is néthing less than a miracle. They are 
250 of the happiest, jolliest. people you could 
come across—with endless energy, some of them. 
Ve have a few out-patients as well, who come 
to us on injection days, One of these, a fairly 
advanced anesthetic case, told me that three 
months ago he had difficulty in moving about 
his village—he was so weak. Now on a market 
day he walks ten miles to our nearest town 
(Nizamabad) and ten miles back. There is not 
rreat improvement in the anasthesia yet, but 
has certainly got rid of the bonds of his 
infirmity.’" In the Hawaiian Islands, where thig 
treatment is being used, sixty-four ‘leper 
patients were recently released on parole as 
being negative to teste and apparently cured. 

The foregoing incidents will show how very 
hopeful the situation is; but it must be borne 
in mind that in some cases where the patients 
had left off the treatment, against advice, re 
lapses have occurred. Interesting articles on 
4his subjeet appear in the report of the Mission
